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CIVILIAN  PSYCHIATRISTS  COMPLETE  ETO  SURVEY 


At  the  request  of  The  Surgeon  General,  the  Office  of  Scientific  Research 
and  Development  appointed  a  group  of  noted  civilian  psychiatrists  to  undertake 
a  study  of  combat  exhaustion  problems  in  the  European  Theater  of  Operations. 
These  psychiatrists  have  now  returned  with  a  report  of  their  findings.

HEALTH  OF  TROOPS  HERE  IS  EXCELLENT 

V  U--A B'Vy 

Diiriu^this  oa§t  winter  and  spring  the  health  of  troops  stationed  in 
the  United  sTales  has  been  excellent,  surpassing  that  of  any  previous  war 
year.  The  low  hospital  admission  rate  for  all  diseases  reflects  fewer  com¬ 
municable  conditions,  as  it  is  during  this  period  of  the  year  that  infectious 
diseases  usually  predominate. 

There  were  less  respiratory  diseases  than  in  any  previous  war  year, 
although  during  May  there  was  a  slight  rise  in  these  cases.  Pneumonia, 
measles,  scarlet  fever,  meningitis,  and.  rheumatic  fever  were  all  less  pre¬ 
valent  than  during  the  winter  and  spring  of  19^^- .  The  only  important 
infectious  diseases  of  which  this  was  not  true  were  venereal  diseases  and 
infectious  hepatitis. 

Relapses  in  the  United  States  of  malaria  infections  acquired  in  tropical 
areas  overseas  increased,  each  month  until  March  19^-5,  but  have  since  declined 
slightly.  With  malaria  control  in  all  overseas  areas  now  greatly  improved, 
the  number  of  relapse  cases  should  continue  to  decrease.

The  fact  that  most  of  our  troops  are  well  seasoned  and  there  are  fewer 
newly  inducted  troops  is  responsible  in  part  for  this  improved  health  record 
Most  Army  hospital  beds  here  are  now  occupied  by  patients  evacuated  from 
overseas.

ORTHOPEDIC  FOOTWEAR  CLINIC  . i 

An  orthopedic  clinic  has  been  opened  at  the  Boston  Quartermaster  Depot 
to  supply  scientifically  designed  lasts  for  shoes  that  will  be  specially 
built  for  soldiers  who  have  suffered  foot  injuries  in  line  of  duty.  Details 
of  the  Clinic  were  worked  out  jointly  by  the  Office  of  The  Quartermaster 
General  and  the  Office  of  The  Surgeon  General  which  has  assigned  an  ortho - 

tdic  surgeon,  Major  Saul  S.  Steinbergh,  MC,  to  the  Clinic. 

A  recent  "spot  check"  of  general  and  regional  hospitals  showed  that 
out  a  thousand  patients  are  in  need  of  special  footwear  and  many  of  these 
11  require  orthopedic  shoes  as  long  as  they  live,  according  to  Colonel 
onard  T.  Peterson,  Chief  of  the  Orthopedic  Branch,  Office  of  The  Surgeon 
neral . 

Requirements  from  which  the  special  shoe  lasts  must  be  made  are  very 
acting.  A  newly  invented  cast  making  machine,  which  assures  a  scientifi- 
lly  accurate  mold,  has  been  installed  at  the  Clinic  and  courses  are  now 
ing  given  in  its  operation.  Attending  these  courses  are  enlisted  ortho- 
dic  mechanics  from  ten  hospitals  where  similar  machines  will  be  installed, 
ese  hospitals  are  Lawson  General  at  Atlanta,  Ga. ,  Vaughan  General  at  Hines 
1.,  McCloskey  General  at  Temple,  Tex.,  Walter  Reed  General  at  Washington, 
C.,  Billings  General  at  Ft.

Lasts  for  orthopedic  shoes  will  not  bo  made  until  foot  injuries  have 
aled  sufficiently  so  measurements  will  not  change.  The  patient  will  then 
sent  to  have  a  cast  made  at  the  nearest  hospital  which  has  a  casting 
chine.  Measurements  can  be  completed  within  an  hour.  After  the  patient 
discharged  from  the  Army  his  special  shoe  last  will  be  available  for 
ture  use .

COMBAT  PAY  BILL  BEFORE  PRESIDENT 

Passed  by  both  houses  of  Congress,  the  bill  providing  extra  pay  for 
enlisted  men  entitled  to  wear  the  Medical  Badge  is  now  before  the  President 
for  signing.  If  it  becomes  a  law  it  will  provide  $10  per  month  extra  for 
enlisted  men  in  the  Medical  Corps  who  serve  under  combat  conditions. 


TALKS  ON  NUTRITION 

Colonel  John  B.  Youm&ns,  Director  of  the  Nutrition  Division,  Office  of 
The  Surgeon  General,  addressed  the  class  in  Military  Government  at  the 
University  of  Virginia,  Charlottesville,  Va.,  this  month.  He  told  of  the 
recent  nutritional  surveys  made  overseas  by  teams  from  The  Surgeon  General’s  j 
Office,  and  discussed  experiences  gained  in  feeding  the  peoples  of  Europe 
and  the  recently  liberated  Pacific  areas. 


DENTAL  OFFICERS  RECEIVE  RIGHT  TO  COMMAND 

On  June  30 ,  a  law  was  enacted  by  Congress  which  gives  Dental  Corps 
officers  equal  command  privileges  with  other  officers  of  the  Medical  Depart¬ 
ment  except  in  the  case  of  hospital  commands.  Hospital  commands  are  dele¬ 
gated  to  Medical  Corps  officers  according  to  Army  Regulations. 

Heretofore,  command  privileges  of  dental  officers  have  been  limited  by 
law  to  within  the  Dental  Corps. 

When  Dental  Corps  officers  were  first  commissioned  in  1911,  they  were 
commissioned  only  as  first  lieutenants  while  Medical  Corps  officers  held 
higher  ranks.  The  question  of  command  was  therefore  not  an  issue.  Now, 
however,  the  Dental  Corps  includes  many  high  ranking  officers.  Furthermore, 
the  Medica.l  Department  has  expanded  to  include  the  Sanitary  Corps,  the 
Medical  Administrative  Corps,  the  Veterinary  Corps  and  the  Pharmacy  Corps-- 
none  of  which  came  under  the  obsolete  law.  The  law  had  to  remain  in  effect, 
however,  until  joint  action  was  taken  by  both  houses  of  Congress  and  approved 
by  presidential  signature. 


COLONEL  COLEY  AWARDED  LEG-ION  OF  MERIT 


The  Legion  of  Merit  has  "been  awarded  to  Colonel  Bradley  L.  Coley,  MC, 
of  New  York  City  for  performing  outstanding  services  as  Surgical  Consultant 
of  the  Eighth  Service  Command  from  19^2  to  19^5*  The  citation  declares 
that  "he  assisted  in  organizing  the  Surgical  Service  of  10 5  hospitals,  choos¬ 
ing  personnel  with  unusual  keenness  and  assigning  them  in  positions  where 
their  talents  were  used  with  maximum  effectiveness.  He  overcame  handicaps 
coincident  with  establishing  medical  installations  and  built  the  command’s 
Surgical  Service  to  a  high  level  of  efficiency  starting  with  meager  facili¬ 
ties  and  limited  personnel.  With  unusual  ability  and  resourcefulness,  he^ 
dealt  with  other  branches  of  the  Army.  He  tirelessly  devoted  his  great 
knowledge  of  surgery  to  providing  exceptional  surgical  care  for  troops  in 
the  Command  and  to  preparing  many  highly  trained  surgical  officers  for  duty 
in  theaters  of  operations.  By  his  unfailing  tact,  judgment  and  administra¬ 
tive  skill  he  was  in  great  measure  responsible  for  the  excellent  record  made 
by  the  Surgical  Service  of  the  Eighth  Service  Command." 


BRONZE  STAR  MEDAL  TO  DENTAL  OFFICER 

Major  Fred  G.  Nasr,  DC,  of  Omaha,  Nebr.,  has  been  awarded  the  Bronze 
Star  Medal  for  saving  the  lives  of  two  Filipino  soldiers.  According  to  his 
citation.  Major  Nasr,  then  Captain,  "On  March  27,  19^2,  although  injured 
and  having  one  arm  in  a  cast,  left  his  collecting  station  at  Marivelles  Air 
Field,  Bataan,  Luzon,  Philippine  Islands,  to  rescue  two  Filipino  soldiers 
who  had  been  buried  alive  in  a  bomb  crater.  Braving  heavy  bombardment  and 
strafing  by  Japanese  aircraft,  he  remained  at  his  self-appointed  task, 
liberated  the  two  soldiers  and  then  gave  them  necessary  medical  attention 
at  his  aid  station.  His  heroic  conduct  and  great  personal  risk  saved  the 
lives  of  the  two  men."  Major  Nasr  was  taken  prisoner  of  war  but  later 
liberated  and  returned  to  the  United  States. 


NEW  MEDICAL  SERVICE  CHIEF  AT  VALLEY  FORGE 

Lieutenant  Colonel  Steige  D.  Blackford,  MC,  of  Charlottesville,  Va., 
is  now  Chief  of  the  Medical  Service  at  Valley  Forgo  General  Hospital, 
Phoenixville,  Pa.  He  succeeds  Lieutenant  Colonel  Maurice  A.  Schitker,  MC, 
of  Toledo,  0.,  who  has  left  for  an  overseas  assignment. 

Colonel  Blackford  recently  returned  to  this  country  after  30  months’ 
service  as  Chief  of  the  Medical  Service  of  the  8th  Evacuation  Hospital  in 
North  Africa  and  Italy.  He  was  awarded  the  Legion  of  Merit  for  his  work 
with  that  hospital.  A  graduate  of  the  Department  of  Medicine,  University 
of  Virginia,  he  wa3  Associate  Professor  of  Internal  Medicine  at  the 
University  when  he  entered  the  Army.

AMPUTEE  DRIVING  DEMONSTRATION 

A  unique  driving  demonstration  was  given  by  amputation  patients  at  the 
Forest  Glen  Section  of  Walter  Reed  General  Hospital,  Washington,  D.  C. 
Included  in  the  audience  were  Army  and  Navy  officers,  Government  officials, 
state  motor  vehicle  administrators  and  representatives  from  engineering  and 
traffic  control  groups. 

First,  these  soldiers  who  had  lost  arms  or  legs  showed  how  skillfully 
they  could  handle  an  auto  as  a  result  of  the  training  now  being  given 
handicapped  sholdiers  in  driving  courses  as  part  of  the  Array  Reconditioning 
Program.  In  this  demonstration  they  drove  the  regulation  dual  control  car3 
in  which  tkey  had  received  their  instruction.  They  next  demonstrated  their 
driving  ability  in  autos  equipped  with  special  devices. 

These  mechanical  aids  have  been  designed  by  the  War  Engineering  Board 
of  the  Society  of  Automotive  Engineers  to  assist  the  handicapped  to  drive 
and  are  an  additional  safety  element.  Selection  of  equipment  depends  on 
the  specific  disability  of  the  driver.  Its  installation  will  not  interfere 
with  the  car's  normal  operation  by  other  drivers.
